M’GILL’S BENEFACTORS. 


Lord Strathcona and Sir Wm. Mac- 
donald Big Givers. 


Lord Stratheonsa'’s recent gift of 
half a miliion dollars to MeGill Uni- 
versity for the completion of new 
Medical buiidings and-the increase of 
the professors’ salaries brings afresh 
to the mind the great debt which this 
university owes to its two principal 
benefactors — Lord Strathcona and 
Sir William) Macdonald So great 
js this debt that, without these two 
men, McGill to-day, instead of being 
& world-famous seat of learning, 
would be nothing more than a small 
college of parochial reputation, Lord 
Strathcona has always had an especial 
love for the medieal department, and 
his donations have largely been in aid 
of this particular faculty.~ His most 
outstanding gift to MeGill, however, 
was the palatial Royal Victoria Col- 
lege for Women, which he built and 
equipped at his own expense. Alto- 
gether, his gifts to the university 
must now approach $2,000,000, and, 
in addition, it must be remeinbered 
that he has given something like $1,- 
400,000 to the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
which works in close connection with 
the McGill Medical Faculty. 

Great as are Lord Stratheona’s 
gifts, however, they pale beside those 
of Sir William Meedonald, which to- 
tal at least $10,000,000, and probably 
exceed that sum by a considerable 
amount. Besides large amounts for 
endowments, MeGill University is in- 
debted to Sir William Macdonald and 
Lord Strathcona for all its more im- 
portant. buildings, Lord Strathcona

Deliberations of Imperial Conference 
on the Matter of Location of the 
Navy—British Government Has 
Confidence in Loyalty of Japan, but 
Canada and Australia Want Fleet 
for Protection of Pacific Waters. 


London.—While the imperial con- 
ference had little difficulty in elabor- 
ating a scheme of the army, the del». 
gates found the naval question a hard 
problem to solve. All the colonies 
readily agreed to pay a fair share of 
the cost of the navy, but discussion os 
to the particular form of the contribu- 
tions disclosed a sharp differ. 
ence between the admiralty ond 
the Canadian and Austrian 
delegates, This was particularly 
true with respect to Great 
recent policy in the Pacific. When the 
Anglodapanese treaty was concluded. 
Great Britain withdrew the cieater 
part of her fleet from the China coast, 
and entirely abolished the North Pa- 
cifie fleet, both of which could be 
used in conjunction with an Austra- 
lian squadron to protect British trade, 
and British possessions in all parts of 
the Pacific. 

The home government sees no dang- 
er in that part of the world and has 
full confidence in her eastern ally. 
The colonial delegates, however, per. 
sistently pictured Japan as a rival 
who might some day become possessed 
of a desire for more territory, they 
therefore while agreeing to contribute 


to the maintenance of the main fleet | 


declared that the greatest energy 


should be exerted to provide defences | 


for their own consts and trade, 


Australia already is building — tor- 
pedo bouts for the fleet. The admir- 
alty believes that these fleets will 
prove of the greatest control. The 


fleet, they say, would come to the as- 
sistance of the country. 

Canada’s first ships will be modern 
cruisers, and the Canadians think 
that these should be placed in the 
Pacific. The home authorities on the 


other hand want them in the Atlantic, | 
whence they could join the main fleet | 


in the North sea on the shortest no- 
tice, 

The delegates are in daily confer. 
ence and the admiralty hopes that a 
scheme will be completed and ready 
for presentation in the conference on 
Aug. 19. New Zeanland, South Africa 
and the smaller colonies have agreed 
to make direct contributions to 
British navy dnd io depend on it for 
their protection.

Winnipeg. — Hon. Wm. Pugsley, 
|minister of public works, passed 
through the city on the way east, after 


completing a trip through the west 
which extended over seven weeks. He 


inspected important undertakings in’ 


all four western provinces and made 
special inquiry at a number of points 
where public buildings are being 
asked for. 

In an interview the minister indi- 
cated that the public work which had 
interested him most deeply in western 
Canada was the proposal to improve 
navigation generally in the Saskatche- 
wan and to open up water communi. 
cation between the Alberta capital 
and Winnipeg. 

This improvement, which would 
mean so much to this city, would, as 
the minister remarked, mean every. 
thing to the farmers living in prox- 
imity to the great stream. 

Speaking of this important question, 
Dr. Pugsley said: ‘The possibility of 
connecting Winnipeg and Edmonton 
by a water route was brought to my 
attention again while in the province 
of Alberta, and T seeured much addi- 
tional information on the subject 
which IT deemed worthy of the most 
careful consideration, © The locks at 
St. Andrew's, on which a large sum 
has been expended, will soon be com- 
pleted, enabling vessels traversing 
Lake Winnipeg to reach thig city. By 
the expenditure of a reasonnble sum 
of money it appears that it would be 
possible to secure water communica- 
tion by way of the Red River, Lake 
Winnipeg and the Saskatchewan 
lriver, between this city and Edmon- 
ton. The public benefit resulting from 
this improvement would be very 
great.”

For instanee, its value in the 
household will be examined and from 
that all the long way to its use for 
smelting.

NATIVES ARE UNFIT TO TAKE 
ce Mal COUNCIL 


Eminent Geographer Criticizes Lord 
Morley's Policy in Dealing with 
Indian Affairs—Believes that Gov- 
ernment is not Ruling with Strong 
Enough Hand, and is Only Legis- 
lating for the Agitators. 


Montreal.—Colonel Sir Dunean A, 
Johnston, K.C.M.G., who was a guest 
at the place Vigor hotel is on his way 
to attend the convention of the British 


Association for the Advancement of 
Science at Winnipeg. Sir Duncan is 
president of the Geographical section, 
and an enthusiast over the honor re- 
flected on Great Britain by the per- 
formance of Lieut. Shackleton in the 
south. 

Colonel Johnston discussed the pres- 
ent situation in India at some length’ 
“LT think the government is not ruling 
with a strong enough hand,” he said. 
Lord Morley is legislating for a few 
agitators, and not for the great mass 
of the people of india. The people of 
the country, as a whole, do not want 
to partig@pate in the government, and 
if they did, they arevunfit toe do so. 
Neither do these agitators want them 
to have a part in the government; 
they want the power for themselves. 

“In particular,” went on Sir Dun- 
can, “it is a mistake on Lord Morley’s 
part to admit an Indian to the vice- 
roy’s council, For one reason, if a 
Mohammedan be chosen, the Hindus 
will be angry; and if a Hindu, the 
Mohammedans. Further, many mat- 
ters ure diseussed before the council 
which it is not well should be spread 
abroad. British officials will keep 
things secret, but a native is likely to 
let a hint drop to some of his native 
friends Still another objection is 
that people trust British officials, and 
they will not trust one of their own 
fellow-Indians.” 

“What do you think will be the ef- 
fect in India of Japan's entry among 
the powers?” 

“It is twenty or more years since J 
left India,”’ said the Colonel, “and on 
that Tam not qualified to express an 
opinion, beyond saying that it will 
make the problem more difficult.”

Pablo’s 600 or 700 
buffaloes were the outgrowth of a 
small group of twenty purchased thir- 
ty years ago from “Walking Coyote,” 
a Flathead Indian, returning from a4 
great buffalo hunt in southern Aiber- 
ta, so that Canada now secures her 
own, with interest, on payment, ot 
course, of a considerable sum in cash, 
$200 per head. 

Two years ago the first round-up of 
the Pabio herd commenced, the cap- 
tives being shipped to Elk Island 
Park, ut Lamont, Alberta. The ground 
here was unsuitable for a large herd, 
and the enclosure too smali, so the 
Government secured a new park of 
107,000 acres at Wainwright, on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, 100 miles or so 
east of Edmonton. To this point 40 
buffaloes were removed from Lamont 
a few weeks ago, now to be joined by 
196 fresh from the latest round-up in 
vtontana, Adventures and dangers, 
with narrow escapes from = death, 
marked almost every day of the 
round-up. The animais ran wild over 
a county fifty miles in extent. Riders 
chased them to the vailey of the Littl 
titter Root, then into a lane which 
tad te ths Posed DOrcille River, They 
then swam this and entered a large 
sro Whiea they were driven 
tute a smaller enclosure. When the 
covrdipg-up was finished, they were 
lond«d into cages on wagons and haul- 
ed 36 miles to Ravalli, a railway sta- 
tion on the Northern” Pacifie, and 
then entrained for Canada, Every now 
and again oa buffalo could stand 
the hoancing no longer, and turned 
on his aggressors, resulting in such in- 
cidents aa the impaling of Johnny 
Decker’s horse, and the carrying of 
horse and rider on a buffalo’s horn 
across the corral.
